GENEVA  (AP)  —  Secretary  of 
State  George  P.  Shultz  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Eduard  A.  She¬ 
vardnadze  appointed  a  team  of  arms 
experts  Monday  to  clear  obstacles 
blocking  a  superpower  ban  on  inter¬ 
mediate-range  nuclear  missiles. 

There  was  no  immediate  report  on 
whether  the  team  of  U.S.  and  Soviet 
specialists,  battling  a  summit  dead¬ 
line,  would  have  the  arms  accord 
ready  for  President  Reagan  and  So¬ 
viet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev  to 
sign  Dec.  9. 

The  group  was  headed  on  the  U.S. 
side  by  Paul  H.  Nitze,  senior  arms 
control  adviser,  and  by  Marshal 
Sergei  Akhromeyev,  chief  of  the  So¬ 
viet  general  staff. 

Another  U.S. -Soviet  team,  led  by 
U.S.  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Ro- 
zanne  L.  Ridgway  and  Anatoly 
Adamyshin,  a  Soviet  deputy  foreign 
minister,  worked  separately  on  hu¬ 
man  rights,  regional  and  bilateral  is¬ 
sues. 

Shultz  and  Shevardnadze  met  for 
more  than  five  hours  Monday,  con¬ 
centrating  on  setting  a  schedule  for 
the  summit. 

Gorbachev  is  due  to  arrive  in  Wash¬ 
ington  on  Dec.  7  and  meet  with  Rea¬ 
gan  Dec.  8-10.  The  treaty  to  eliminate 
nearly  1,000  U.S.  and  Soviet  interme¬ 
diate-range  missiles  is  the  designated 
centerpiece  of  the  summit. 

Shultz  and  Shevardnadze  posed  for 
photographers,  who  asked  them  to 
shake  hands.  They  dodged  the  few 
questions  reporters  were  able  to  ask. 

“The  talks  are  always  businesslike, 
straightforward  and  constructive,” 
Shultz  said.  “That’s  always  been  true 
of  my  talks  with  the  foreign  minister. 
It’s  true  this  time.” 

“That’s  a  tradition,”  Shevardnadze 


said,  amiably. 

Asked  if  they  had  made  any  pro¬ 
gress,  Shultz  replied:  “Well,  we’ve 
had  good,  constructive  and  busi¬ 
nesslike  talks.” 

Shevardnadze  declined  to  say  how 
the  talks  were  going.  “As  far  as  the 
results,  we’ll  speak  about  that  tomor¬ 
row,”  he  said  in  Russian. 

The  two  ministers  seemed  to  enjoy 
the  cat-and-mouse  game.  “We  didn’t 
tell  them  much,”  Shevardnadze  said 
as  the  reporters  and  photographers 
left  the  room  in  the  U.S.  mission, 
where  the  afternoon  session  was  held. 

Shultz  chuckled. 

On  the  wall  behind  them  was  a  color 
photograph  of  Reagan  and  Gor¬ 
bachev,  taken  during  their  meeting  in 
Geneva  two  years  ago.  The  main  re¬ 
sult  of  that  summit  was  a  decision  to 
hold  back-to-back  sessions  in  Wash¬ 
ington  in  1986  and  in  Moscow  in  1987. 

The  schedule  slipped,  however. 
The  two  leaders  held  their  second  ses¬ 
sion  in  Reykjavik,  Iceland,  last  Octo¬ 
ber,  and  were  unable  to  set  a  date  for 
Gorbachev  to  visit  the  United  States 
until  last  month. 

Gorbachev  had  held  back  in  accept¬ 
ing  an  invitation  apparently  until  the 
missile-ban  treaty  was  on  the  verge  of 
completion.  But  differences  over  pro¬ 
cedures  for  monitoring  compliance 
are  still  holding  up  the  accord. 

In  the  meantime,  the  schedule  hit  a 
snag  when  a  number  of  conservative 
Republicans  in  the  House  and  Senate 
objected  to  Gorbachev  addressing  a 
joint  meeting  of  Congress. 

Shultz,  in  working  on  a  summit 
schedule,  is  trying  to  find  an  alterna¬ 
tive  arrangement  acceptable  to  the 
Soviets.  He  said  Sunday  one  possibil¬ 
ity  was  to  have  the  Soviet  leader  meet 
with  key  members  of  Congress.

“It  (these  situations)  clearly  violates  state  laws, 
campaign  laws  and  may  even  be  violating  civil 
rights,”  Crenshaw  said.  It  would  cost  a  quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  for  his  group  to  tell  the  other  side  of 
the  story,  he  said.  “It  is  wrong.”  Using  school 
facilities  and  time  to  argue  only  one  side  of  an  issue 
is  campaign  rhetoric,  he  said.

A  small  turnover  in  on-campus  jobs 
will  occur  at  the  end  of  the  semester 
and  now  is  the  time  for  interested 
students  to  apply..  . 

According  to  Penny  Morrell,  direc¬ 
tor  of  student  employment,  many  of 
the  on-campus  employers  are  now 
training  students  to  replace  those 
that  will  be  vacating  jobs. 

“Students  should  be  checking  now 
for  openings,”  she  said.  “Last  year 
most  employers  called  in  job  openings 
at  the  end  of  November  and  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  December.” 

Morrell  explained  that  employers 
prefer  to  use  the  last  few  weeks  of  the 
semester  to  train  new  employees 
while  experienced  employees  can  still 
be  productive. 

The  turnover  will  occur  for  various 
reasons  ranging  from  students  gradu¬ 


ating  to  employees  being  fired,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Morrell. 

She  said  that  new  jobs  are  posted 
almost  every  day  at  the  B  YU  Student 
Employment  Office,  C-40  ASB, 
which  handles  all  on-campus,  part- 
time  employment  for  students. 

Students  employed  on  campus 
must  obtain  a  transfer  slip  from  the 
employment  office  before  applying 
for  a  different  on-campus  job,  said 
Morrell. 

“This  is  so  employers  will  have  an 
idea  if  their  employees  are  going  to 
transfer  and  can  make  necessary  ad¬ 
justments,”  she  said. 

Morrell  said  that  students  with  the 
higher-paying  jobs  usually  keep  their 
jobs  as  long  as  they  are  at  BYU.  Most 
of  the  openings  are  lower  paying  jobs. 

She  suggests  that  students  obtain 
letters  of  recommendations  from  cur¬ 
rent  and  past  employers  to  use  in  ap¬ 
plying  for  a  job.

A  press  release  from  Nielson’s  office  cites  an  example  of 
a  local  company  that  has  apparently  benefited  from  a 
corporate  takeover  —  Kennecott  Copper. 

According  to  the  release,  Kennecott  laid  off  97  percent 
of  its  workers  between  1982  and  1985.  The  reason  was 
largely  that  management  had  not  kept  up  with  modern 
technological  innovations  and  was  losing  ground  to  compe¬ 
tition. 

British  Petroleum  took  control  of  the  plant  from  Stan¬ 
dard  Oil  in  1975  and  made  a  significant  difference  in  the 
plant’s  performance. 

After  putting  $400  million  into  modernization,  “the  com¬ 
pany  now  has  state-of-the-art  equipment  and  is  again 
turning  a  profit,”  said  McCormick. 

In  the  wake  of  the  stock  market  turmoil,  legislators 
have  turned  much  of  their  attention  to  the  issue  of  corpo¬ 
rate  takeovers.  McCormick  said  both  democrats  and  re¬ 
publicans  in  the  house  have  versions  about  what  should  be 
done. 

According  to  Marcia  Ford,  legislative  staff  member  for 
the  Committee  on  Energy  and  Commerce,  the  bill  is  to  be 
a  compromise  tool  against  a  bill  previously  proposed  by 
House  Democrats  that  would  give  CEOs  more  protective 
power  against  corporate  takeover  attempts.

David  B.  Haight  to  speak 
at  concluding  Devotional

Elder  David  B.  Haight,  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  will  speak  today  at  the  con¬ 
cluding  Fall  Semester  Devotional  at 
BYU. 

Elder  Haight  was  born  Sept.  2, 
1906,  in  Oakley,  Idaho,  a  small  farm¬ 
ing  community  near  the  Utah-Idaho 
border. 

According  to  a  March  20,  1976, 
Church  News  article,  Elder  Haight 
became  a  commissioned  naval  officer 
in  1943.  It  was  during  this  time  of  his 
life  that  he  “walked  his  road  to  Dam¬ 
ascus,”  as  he  described  it. 

As  a  naval  officer,  Elder  Haight 
was  to  attend  an  important  confer¬ 
ence  at  Adm.  Chester  Nimitz’  head¬ 
quarters  at  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii. 

His  family  took  him  to  Treasure  Is¬ 
land,  Calif.,  where  he  bid  them  good¬ 
bye  and  boarded  an  old  Boeing  Clip¬ 
per  for  the  flight  to  Hawaii.  As  he 
flew  over  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  he 
had  some  concern  whether  he  would 
come  back  to  his  family. 

The  bunks  and  seats  on  the  aircraft 
were  assigned  to  the  senior  officers, 


with  the  other  officers  taking  what 
was  available.  Since  Elder  Haight 
was  a  lieutenant  commander,  he  was 
down  the  ladder  in  rank,  so  he  and 
others  were  given  sleeping  bags  and 
they  slept  in  the  tail  bf  the  plane. 

“I  was  where  I  could  see  the  star¬ 
board  engine  of  the  plane  through  the 
window,”  Elder  Haight  said,  “It  was 
spewing  out  so  much  fire  that  I 
thought  it  was  on  fire,  which  caused 
me  some  concern.  I  wondered  about 
my  own  commitment  to  the  Lord.” 

Elder  Haight  lay  awake  through 
the  night  and  prayed.  He  made  a  com¬ 
mitment  to  the  Lord  that  “if  I  got  out 
of  the  war  alive  and  back  with  my 
family  that  the  Church  would  always 
come  first  in  my  life.” 

“It’s  not  that  I  wasn’t  doing  what 
was  asked  of  me,”  he  said,  “but  I  was 
just  not  aggressively  doing  what 
President  Kimball  asks  of  us  today, 
that  of  lengthening  our  stride.  That 
night  I  reappraised  my  life  and  I 
recommitted  myself  to  the  Lord.” 

The  11  a.m.  Devotional  in  the  Mar¬ 
riott  Center  will  be  broadcast  live  on 
KBYU-TV  (Channel  11)  and  KBYU- 
FM  (88.9).  It  will  be  rebroadcast  Sun¬ 
day  on  television  at  11  a.m.  and  5  p.m.

United  Nations  opens  war  crime  files 

UNITED  NATIONS  (AP)  —  The  United  Nations  on  Monday  opened  its 
archives  on  Nazi  and  Japanese  war  crimes,  exposing  facts  and  allegations 
about  more  than  36,000  people,  including  Kurt  Waldheim,  the  body’s  former 
secretary-general. 

Six  researchers  from  the  Nazi-hunting  unit  of  the  U.S.  Justice  Department 
were  first  to  enter  the  office  building.  They  viewed  microfilm  of  the  yellowed 
and  brittle  files  of  the  U.N.  War  Crimes  Commission,  which  functioned  from 
1943  to  1949. 

The  Justice  Department’s  Office  of  Special  Investigations  has  used  material 
from  the  files  to  investigate  five  Americans  suspected  of  having  Nazi  pasts. 

There  was  no  long  line  Monday,  no  flood  of  applications  to  see  what  some  call 
a  vital  cache  of  information  and  others  contend  is  a  stale  library  of  old  charges, 
most  of  which  are  known. 

“There’s  no  stampede,  only  about  10  applications  so  far  and  we  don’t  know  if 
there  would  be  any  new  ‘big  fish’  in  the  files,”  said  archivist  Marilla  Guptil. 

The  8,500  files  containing  36,000-40,000  names  also  deal  with  war  crimes 
committed  by  the  Japanese  in  China  and  other  parts  of  Asia. 

Monday  was  the  first  day  for  which  new  rules  of  broad,  general  access  to  the 
files  were  observed. 

Jewish  groups  and  Nazi  hunters  said  they  would  form  research  teams  to 
search  the  files  and  extradite  and  prosecute  war  criminals. 


Iranian  cannon  sets  two  ships  ablaze 


MANAMA,  Bahrain  (AP)  —  An  Iranian  frigate  shelled  two  freighters 
bound  for  Kuwait  and  Saudi  Arabia  in  attacks  Monday  that  set  both  ablaze, 
wounded  three  crewmen  and  nearly  blew  the  superstructure  off  one  ship, 
salvage  agents  said. 

The  ships  were  attacked  in  the  Strait  of  Hormuz,  the  Persian  Gulfs  narrow 
entrance,  after  the  Iranians  asked  by  radio  about  their  identity,  cargoes  and 
destinations,  the  shipping  executives  said.  Iranian  vessels  often  stop  or  ques¬ 
tion  vessels  passing  through  Hormuz. 

Iran  has  attacked  four  commercial  ships  in  three  days,  apparently  in  retalia¬ 
tion  for  Iraqi  air  raids  on  ships  in  Iranian  waters.  Iraq  has  claimed  20  raids  in 
two  weeks,  of  which  independent  shipping  sources  have  confirmed  10. 

About  400  vessels  have  been  attacked  in  the  Persian  Gulf  since  the  Iran-Iraq 
war  began  in  September  1980. 

Ships  owned  by  or  serving  Kuwait  and  Saudi  Arabia  have  come  under 
increasing  Iranian  attack  because  Iran  accuses  both  countries  of  aiding  Iraq. 


Guillermo  Ungo  returns  to  El  Salvador 


SAN  SALVADOR,  El  Salvador  (AP)  —  Guillermo  Ungo,  leader  of  a  civilian 
leftist  group  allied  with  El  Salvador’s  rebels,  returned  to  his  country  Monday 
night  to  examine  the  possibilities  of  working  for  peaceful  change. 

In  another  deveolopment  Monday,  President  Jose  Napoleon  Duate  said 
right-wing  leader  Roberto  D’Aubuisson  had  been  implicated  in  the  1980  assas¬ 
sination  of  Archbishop  Oscar  Arnulfo  Romero.  D’Aubisson  has  repeatedly 
denied  being  linked  to  the  killing. 

After  descending  from  the  aircraft,  Ungo  leaped  aboard  a  pickup  truck  to 
address  the  crowd  of  3,000  cheering  admirers  at  the  El  Salvador  airport. 

“We  are  walking  a  hard  and  difficult  road  and  you  know  it  very  well,  after  so 
many  years  of  pain  and  suffering,”  Ungo  said.  He  and  members  of  his  delega¬ 
tion  then  got  into  cars  and  sped  toward  San  Salvador,  about  30  miles  away. 

Ruben  Zamora,  vice  president  of  the  Democratic  Revolutionary  Front, 
arrived  Saturday  from  Mexico  City. 

The  self-exiled  leftist  leaders  returned  to  explore  the  possibility  of  return¬ 
ing  permanently  to  work  for  change  in  the  U.S.-backed  government,  and  test 
the  progress  of  a  new  Central  American  peace  plan. 


Teacher  with  AIDS  returns  to  classroom 


IRVINE,  Calif.  (AP)  —  A  teacher  who  has  AIDS  was  welcomed  back  to 
school  Monday  with  hugs  and  flowers  from  his  hearing-impaired  students  after 
winning  a  court  battle  to  return  to  the  classroom. 

Vincent  Chalk,  43,  of  Long  Beach,  exchanged  sign-language  greetings  with 
his  students  at  University  High  School  in  this  Orange  County  community  after 
they  interrupted  a  news  conference  he  was  holding  in  the  school  library  to 
greet  him.  They  said  later  through  a  sign-language  interpreter  that  they 
weren’t  afraid  of  catching  AIDS  from  Chalk  because  they  know  the  deadly 
disease  isn’t  transmitted  through  casual  contact.  They  handed  Chalk  flowers 
and  embraced  him. 

Chalk  said  he  was  gratified  by  the  welcome,  although  it  didn’t  surprise  him. 

“In  the  last  few  years,  I  have  become  very  close  to  them,  and  they  to  me,”  he 
said.  “I  have  become  their  confidant.  They  come  to  me  with  all  sorts  of 
questions.  Their  naivete  and  openness  to  learning  makes  them  more  accepting 
oftakingmeback.”  .  ..  w 


Army  to  burn  missiles  at  Tooele  Depot 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Army  plans  to  burn  two  Pershing  II  rocket 
motors  at  Tooele  Army  Depot  on  Tuesday  in  anticipation  of  a  U.S. -Soviet 
treaty  eliminating  the  intermediate-range  nuclear  missiles. 

First  and  second-stage  motors  will  be  opened  and  their  propellant  ignited  by 
explosives  in  a  40-foot-deep  pit  at  TAD’s  South  Area  sometime  between  11 
a.m.  and  3  p.m.  MST,  said  base  spokesman  Allen  Kenitzer.  Kenitzer  said  the 
precise  time  for  the  burn  would  depend  on  the  weather.  The  burn  would  not  be 
conducted  until  a  possible  morning  cloud  inversion  dissipates,  he  said. 

The  Army  ordered  the  test  earlier  this  month  in  anticipation  of  the  signing  of 
an  arms  accord  when  President  Reagan  and  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev 
meet  in  December. 

Army  officials  want  to  test  open-pit  burning  as  a  means  of  destroying  the  108 
Pershings  now  deployed  in  Europe,  Army  officials  said.  The  proposed  treaty 
calls  for  the  elimination  of  the  Pershings  along  with  several  hundred  ground- 
launched  cruise  missiles. 

“This  is  basically  just  a  burn  to  see  if  it’s  feasible,  ”  said  Pentagon  spokesman 
Maj.  Randy  Morger.

According  to  John  Call,  Granite 
School  District  superintendent,  the 
note  in  question  was  simply  a  report 
on  conditions  in  the  district,  for  the 
information  of  the  parents,  and  was 
not  political.  “Our  attorney  doesn’t 
think  there  is  the  slightest  basis  for 
action.  We  won’t  advise  anyone  on 
how  to  vote,”  he  said. 

Call  said  that  a  memo  was  sent  out 
to  teachers  in  the  district  telling  them 
not  to  discuss  politics  with  students. 

Greg  Beesley,  chairman  of  the  tax 
reform  coalition,  said  four  attorneys 
are  working  on  the  case.  “I  would  like 
to  generalize  the  issue  more,”  he  said. 
Any  use  of  taxpayers’  money  to  influ¬ 
ence  or  support  a  political  candidate 
or  issue  is  inappropriate,  he  said. 


“That  smacks  of  statism  and  it  is  just 
not  right.” 

Beesley  said  the  problem  goes  back 
several  years.  In  1973,  a  professor  at 
the  University  of  Utah  used  college 
stationery  to  send  out  political  mes¬ 
sages,  he  said.  “It’s  gone  from  there, 
right  on  down  to  the  grade  schools.” 

Charles  Lloyd,  Alpine  School  Dis¬ 
trict  business  administrator,  said  his 
district  does  not  send  anything  home 
with  students  that  would  prejudice  a 
certain  position. 

Information  sent  home  to  inform 
parents  does  not  fall  into  this  cate¬ 
gory,  he  said.  “Parents  may  want  to 
know  what  Alpine  District  would 
have  to  cut  if  the  initiatives  were 
passed,  otherwise  they  would  be  vot¬ 
ing  in  ignorance,”  he  said.

Local  man  killed  wife,  son 


then  shot  self,  say  police 


SPANISH  FORK  (AP)  —  Police 
Monday  were  investigating  the  week¬ 
end  shooting  deaths  of  an  elderly  cou¬ 
ple  and  their  teen-aged  son  as  a  dou¬ 
ble-homicide  and  suicide. 

Utah  County  Attorney  Steve  Kill- 
pack  said  depression  caused  by  family 
illnesses  apparently  drove  John  Hoi- 
man,  60,  to  shoot  his  wife  Bertha,  61, 
and  his  19-year-old  son  Clark  before 
turning  the  gun  on  himself. 

Three  were  found  dead  in  their 
home  Sunday  night  by  a  relative  who 
became  concerned  because  the  family 
could  not  be  reached  by  telephone. 

“Pending  the  outcome  of  the  au¬ 
topsy,  we  believe  this  is  a  double  mur¬ 
der  and  suicide,”  said  Killpack.  “Foul 
play  is  definitely  a  factor,  but  right 
now  we  don’t  believe  any  criminal 
charges  will  be  filed.  Preliminary  in¬ 
dications  are  that  the  person  who 
committed  the  murders  then  took  his 
own  life  in  close  proximity  to  the  oth¬ 


ers.”  Authorities  believe  the  murders 
occurred  either  late  Saturday  night  or 
early  Sunday  morning.  Both  Clark 
and  his  mother  were  found  dead  in 
their  beds,  apparently  shot  while 
sleeping.  Mrs.  Holman  and  her  son 
each  suffered  multiple  gunshot 
wounds  from  a  .22-caliber  rifle.  Hol¬ 
man  died  of  one  bullet  to  the  .head.

The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  get 
input,  generate  ideas  and  promote  so¬ 
lutions,  he  said.  “We’ll  ask  questions 
like:  Do  you  drive  to  school?  How  of¬ 
ten?  Are  you  satisfied  with  the 
present  parking  situation?  If  not, 
why?  We’ll  also  ask  for  suggestions.” 

Although  the  committee  will  make 
proposals,  it  is  unlikely  the  proposals 
will  generate  enough  power  to  begin 
an  expansion  in  parking,  according  to 
Brian  Andreason,  the  parking  ser¬ 
vices  supervisor  from  the  traffic 
court. 

“From  the  research  we’ve  done,  a 
surface  parking  spot  that  we  have 
roughly  costs  around  $400.  Parking 
rises  around  $4,000  per  parking  struc¬ 
ture,”  he  said. 

Besides  funding  concerns,  other 
problems  develop  with  the  creation  of 
extra  parking  space,  according  to  An¬ 
dreason.  “With  parking  structures, 
you  have  a  hair  of  problems.  You  have 


to  keep  them  up.  Winter  weather  is 
hard  on  them.  From  criminal  prob¬ 
lems,  you  have  the  tendency  to  have 
increased  auto  burglary. 

“I  know  a  lot  of  people  who  think  it 
would  solve  our  problem  if  we  had 
more  parking  structure.  They  think  it 
would  give  us  more  parking  spaces. 
But  I  don’t  think  it’s  going  to  solve  the 
parking  problem,  because  once  you 
get  one,  then  next  you’ll  want  two 
and  three. 

“Still,  if  you  have  adequate  parking 
within  walking  distance  then  that’s  a 
plus,”  he  added. 

According  to  Andreason,  there  is 
no  need  to  increase  current  parking 
conditions.  “My  personal  opinion  is 
that  there  are  mind-sets  which  need 
to  change  and  that’s  probably  going  to 
be  the  hardest  thing  to  do.  As  long  as 
the  university  provides  reasonable 
parking  within  reasonable  distance,  it 
solves  the  problem.”

ihis  speech  Thursday,  Scoresby  described  guidelines 
il  for  individuals  trying  to  heal  someone  who  has  been 
toy  others. 

)  be  helpful  to  an  abused  individual,  you  must  have 
comprehension  of  why  the  person  is  hurting,”  said 


Scoresby.  He  advised  students  not  to  make  the  mistake  of 
assuming  the  cause  of  a  hurt  person’s  actions,  but  instead 
looking  beyond  assumptions  to  the  core  of  difficulty. 

Next,  individuals  need  to  cover  the  possibility  that  the 
hurt  person  contributed  to  the  abusive  act.  Then,  rear¬ 
range  that  idea  by  convincing  the  person  that  he  was  not 
at  fault.  In  most  abusive  situations,  the  victim  did  not 
contribute  to  the  act,  said  Scoresby.  To  stop  the  self-hate, 
the  person  must  be  assured  that  he  was  not  the  cause  of 
violence. 

Individuals  must  also  evaluate  their  resources,  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  emotional,  energy,  and  time  needs  involved  in 
helping  someone,  said  Scoresby.  Helping  a  hurt  individual 
can  sometimes  be  a  long,  intense  process,  he  said.  All 
aspects  of  the  hurt  individual’s  life  must  be  comprehended 
to  deal  with  the  problem  effectively. 

The  next  step  involves  the  emotional  release  of  the  hurt 
individual,  after  which  planning  of  the  “second  life”  be¬ 
gins,  said  Scoresby.

“It’s  generally  contaminated  where 
people  are,”  McCarty  said. 

Lavere  B.  Merritt,  a  BYU  profes¬ 
sor  of  civil  engineering,  said  for  years 


people  could  put  toxic  chemicals  in 
ponds  or  landfills  and  thought  it 
would  never  bother  them  again.  The 
federal  government  and  businesses 
are  now  spending  billions  to  clean  up 
some  of  these  areas,  usually  by  trans¬ 
ferring  the  wastes,  said  Merritt. 

The  possibility  of  using  more  bio¬ 
logical  treatment  systems,  which  de¬ 
stroy  chemical  wastes  instead  of 
transferring  them,  should  be  under-

“Dr.  McCarty’s  research  is  aimed

A  husband  and  wife  team  were  on  campus  recently 
representing  the  American  College  Theater  Festival  and 
The  David  Library  of  the  American  Revolution.

If  the  idea  of  participating  in  a 
live  jazz  recording  sounds  appeal¬ 
ing,  tonight’s  the  perfect  chance  as 
BYU’s  Faculty  Jazz  Quintet 
records  its  fall  concert  in  hopes  of  a 
public  release.

“95  percent  of  a  tune  is  improvised. 
We  use  the  same  tune,  but  it’s  dif¬ 
ferent,”  he  said. 

“We  took  what  we  considered  to 
be  among  the  best  of  all  the  differ¬ 
ent  jazz  categories  for  the  concert 
and  anticipate  a  really  satisfying 
performance,”  said  Brough,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  recent  press  release. 

The  performance  will  include

“Bewitched”  episode  and  several  episodes  of  “The  Brady

Mr.  Stone  is  the  current  president  and  director  of  the 
David  Library  and  spoke  highly  of  the  play  writing  compe¬ 
tition. 

“All  the  plays  entered  this  year  are  all  very  high-quail- 
ity  plays,  none  of  which  are  frivolous  or  shallow  and  they 
all  have  something  to  say,”  he  said.

“The  American  Society  of  Compos¬ 
ers,  Authors,  and  Publishers  has  se¬ 
lected  BYU  to  receive  the  Hubbell 
Composer  Scholarship,”  said  Merrill 
Bradshaw.

Rice  grew  up  in  a  military  family. 
His  father  recently  retired  after  26 
years  in  the  Air  Force.  The  life  in  the 
Air  Force  meant  a  lot  of  travel  and 
opportunity  for  the  family. 

“I’ve  lived  in  Germany,  Japan, 
Guam  and  in  Oklahoma,  Texas,  South 
Carolina,  California  and  all  over  the 
United  States,”  he  said. 

“Being  a  part  of  a  military  family,  I 
grew  up  with  kids  of  all  different 
races.  I  was  taught  not  to  see  the 
color  in  people  but  to  see  what  was 
inside.  It  really  hasn’t  been  a  problem 
for  me  being  a  minority  at  BYU  be¬ 
cause  of  the  way  I  had  been  brought 
up,”  he  said.  “Everyone’s  been  fair 
anyway,”  he  added. 

Rice  said  the  fact  that  he  is  not  a 
member  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-clay  Saints  has  not 
been  a  problem  for  him  while  attend¬ 
ing  BYU.

Discrimination  and  sexual  harassment  are  a  very  real 
part  of  the  working  woman’s  life,  according  to  the  director 
of  personal  and  career  development  at  Utah  Valley  Com¬ 
munity  College. 

Anita  Bradford  discussed  discrimination  at  a  recent 
Women  in  Management  luncheon.  “The  things  that  were 
going  on  15  years  ago  are  still  going  on,”  said  Bradford.  “It 
is  illegal  to  discriminate,  but  it  still  goes  on.” 

Bradford  said  low  income  working  mothers  have  differ¬ 
ent  challenges  in  the  work  place.  Women  with  low  incomes 
are  usually  dependent  on  a  socially  fragile  framework  and 
on  the  moods  of  taxpayers,  she  said.  Their  ability  to  get 
away  from  the  socially-funded  programs  is  lessened  be¬ 
cause  they  do  not  have  the  job  skills  necessary  to  get  a 
position  to  be  self-sufficient. 

Sexual  harassment  is  another  prevalent  area  of  discrimi¬ 
nation  toward  women,  especially  those  in  lower-paying 
positions,  according  to  Bradford.  “There  is  no  law  in  the 
state  of  Utah  against  sexual  harassment.”  Women  with 
low  incomes  can  be  “threatened  sexually  because  of  their 
economic  situation,”  she  said. 

“Men  pick  out  women  they  know  are  vulnerable.”  They 
are  either  desperate  for  a  job,  lonely  or  too  young  to  know 
how  to  handle  the  situation,  she  said. 

Sexual  harassment  on  a  professional  level  takes  a  subtler 


form,  according  to  Bradford.  “Men  will  exclude  women  in 
decision  making  and  make  rude  jokes.” 

Bradford  said  the  best  way  to  avoid  problems  is  to 
never  get  involved  with  someone  in  the  work  place.  They 
must  learn  to  say  no  up  front.  “Women  should  have  that 
burned  in  their  brain.  (They)  need  to  get  tough  in  pro¬ 
tecting  themselves.” 

The  most  common  form  of  discrimination  is  lack  of 
upward  mobility  for  women,  Bradford  said.  “They  take 
entry  level  positions  and  then  have  a  hard  time  moving 
up  because  the  employer  does  not  want  them  to  move  up. 
Employers  feel  “I’m  hiring  a  receptionist,  that’s  what  I 
want.” 

The  greatest  discrimination  is  between  middle  man¬ 
agement  and  policy-making  positions,  said  Bradford. 
The  only  woman  in  upper  level  management  of  an  insti¬ 
tute  of  higher  learning  in  Utah  is  Lucille  Stoddard,  acting 
president  of  UVCC.  “The  barrier  between  middle  and 
upper  management  is  a  solid  wall.  ” 

Bradford  said  to  overcome  the  problem,  women  should 
go  to  work  for  young  companies  with  young  owners. 
Younger  people  tend  to  have  fewer  prejudices  toward 
women. 

“Women  can  be  their  own  worst  enemy,”  said  Brad¬ 
ford.  “Women  believe  they  are  not  as  good  as  men.” 
When  men  are  asked  why  they  achieve  success,  they 
attribute  it  to  their  skills.  Women  asked  the  same  ques¬ 
tion  say  they  were  lucky,  Bradford  said.

ping  center  on  the  northwest  corner. 

Walker  said  he  is  in  the  process  now 
of  “tying  down  anchors.”  A  grocery 
store  will  definitely  be  a  part  of  the 
9 1/4-acre  complex,  along  with  other 
retail  businesses  suitable  for  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  shopping  center,  Walker 
said. 

There  will  be  two  areas  for  fast  food 
stores  or  banking  institutions  in  front 
of  the  other  stores,  he  said. 

Stratton’s  site  plan  for  his  1 1/3- 
acre,  L-shaped  development  has  re¬ 
cently  been  approved  by  the  city.  He 
plans  to  build  a  produce  store  where 
fruit  juice  made  from  his  home-grown 
fruit  can  be  sampled,  as  well  as  space 
for  other  retail  stores,  he  said. 

“I’m  kind  of  excited  about  it.  I  think 
it’s  going  to  be  a  real  nice  place,”  said 
Stratton.  “We’d  like  to  be  open  with 
the  new  building  in  mid-May  or  the 
first  of  June.” 

Orem  residents  may  soon  see  other 
neighborhood  shopping  centers  in  the 
city.  Orem  City  Manager  Daryl 
Berlin  said,  “Our  general  concept  is  to 
begin  to  find  a  place  in  each  of  the 
quadrants  of  the  city  where  people 
can  have  a  neighborhood  shopping 
center.”  These  will  be  small  develop¬ 
ments  of  five  to  10  acres,  he  said. 

“People  have  felt  that  we  shouldn’t 
move  commercial  developments  into 
residential  areas,”  Berlin  said.  But 
having  all  the  commercial  develop¬ 
ment  on  State  Street  has  made  that 
street  very  crowded,  he  added. 
Neighborhood  shopping  centers  are 
found  all  over  the  country. 


According  to  Ed  Stout,  Orem’s  di¬ 
rector  of  planning  and  zoning,  the 
purpose  of  a  neighborhood  shopping 
center  is  to  provide  for  the  needs  of 
people  who  live  within  a  one  or  two 
mile  radius  of  the  development. 

Uses  are  limited  to  grocery  stores, 
dry  cleaners,  drug  stores  and  those 
kinds  of  things  that  serve  the  neigh¬ 
borhood,  he  said.

Provo  to  limit  exotic  pets

All  exotic  pets  within  the  Provo  city  limits  must  be 
registered  with  the  city  by  Nov.  30,  according  to  a 
recently  adopted  city  ordinance. 

The  animals  affected  by  the  registration  ordinance  are 
dogs  that  are  one-eighth  or  more  wolf,  monkeys,  skunks, 
raccoons,  snakes  over  6  feet,  European  ferrets,  coyotes, 
foxes  and  wolves,  according  to  Animal  Control  Officer 
Ken  Burkey  of  Provo’s  police  department. 

“Exotic  animals  usually  don’t  make  very  good  pets 
because  they  are  wild  animals,”  said  Burkey.  If  they 
escape,  they  usually  can  not  survive  in  the  wild  because 
they  are  accustomed  to  being  taken  care  of  by  humans, 
said  Burkey. 

Burkey  suggested  the  ordinance  because  the  old  one 
was  out  of  date  and  needed  to  be  revised.  The  ordinance 
now  bands  all  exotic  pets  from  the  city  limits,  but  those 
that  now  exist  within  the  city  can  be  kept  as  long  as  they 


are  registered.  Pets  such  as  these  cause  problems  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  vaccine  for  rabies,  a  disease  many  wild 
animals  have.  If  the  pet  bites  a  human,  the  animal  has  to 
be  quarantined  for  six  months  or  it  must  be  destroyed 
and  the  brain  tested  for  rabies. 

These  animals  are  still  wild  and  sometimes  those  in¬ 
stincts  come  out,  Burkey  said.  For  example,  the  dog 
that  is  one-eighth  or  more  wolf.  “Dogs  are  very  sociable 
among  humans.  Wolves  are  very  sociable  among 
wolves,  but  shy  away  from  humans,”  he  said. 

In  the  past  year,  there  was  an  incident  where  a  she 
wolf  dragged  a  child  by  her  neck,  said  Burkey  .  “The  wolf 
was  not  biting  the  child,  she  was  just  reacting  to  her 
natural  mother  instincts,”  he  said.  People  just  do  not 
know  how  to  react  to  something  like  this,  they  just  think 
the  dog/wolf  is  attacking,  he  said. 

Owners  of  exotic  pets  are  required  to  register  the 
animals  before  Dec.  1.  They  can  be  registered  at  the 
Provo  city  building  in  the  licensing  department  or  at  the 
front  desk  of  the  Provo  City  Police  Department.

The  BYU-Hawaii  Women’s  Volley¬ 
ball  Team  continued  its  dominance  in 
national  competition  by  winning  its 
second  consecutive  National  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
Championship  in  Milwaukee,  Satur¬ 
day. 

The  Seasiders  clinched  the  title  by 
defeating  Western  Oregon  15-3, 15-6. 

According  to  Alton  Wade,  presi¬ 
dent  of  BYU-Hawaii,  the  win  was  al¬ 
most  anticlimactic.  Everyone  at  the 
tournament  expected  a  championship 
match  against  the  third-seeded  Texas 
Wesleyan  team,  Wade  said. 

Coach  Wilfred  Navalta  said,  how¬ 
ever,  it  didn’t  matter  who  the 
Seasiders  played  in  the  champi¬ 
onship.  “I  think  we  could  have  beaten 
anyone  in  the  NAIA.” 

Western  Oregon  reached  the  finals 
by  defeating  Texas  Wesleyan  as  well 
as  the  second-seeded  University  of 
Hawaii-Hilo  team. 

The  Seasiders,  who  finished  the 
regular  season  with  a  No.  1  NAIA 
ranking,  made  history  at  the  double 
elimination  tournament  by  becoming 
the  first  team  to  reach  the  finals  with¬ 
out  losing  a  game. 

“It  was  a  gratifying  experience  to 
win  the  championship  again,”  said 
Navalta.  “There  were  some  people 
who  thought  we  would  not  be  able  to 
repeat.” 

Navalta  said  team  spirit  and  a 
strong  work  ethic  were  instrumental 
in  this  year’s  team  defending  the  na¬ 
tional  title.  “The  girls  worked  hard  all 
year.”  This  year’s  team  had  the  right 
personality  and  chemistry  necessary 
to  be  competitive,  Navalta  said. 

BYU-Hawaii  placed  two  players, 
sophomore  Jackie  Beecroft  and  senior 
Pamie  Nihipali,  on  the  all-tournament 
team.  Nihipali,  an  all-American,  was 
also  a  member  of  last  year’s  all-tour¬ 
nament  team.  Beecroft  plays  at  mid¬ 
dle  blocker  and  Nihipali  is  an  outside 
hitter. 

Wade  said  that  although  Beecroft 
and  Nihipali  were  chosen  all-tourna¬ 
ment,  it  was  a  team  effort  that  led  to 
the  title.  “It  would  be  difficult  to  sepa¬ 
rate  the  first  six  or  seven  players,”  he 
said. 

BYU-Hawaii,  who  returned  six 
players  from  last  year’s  squad,  had 
five  freshmen  on  the  bench.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Navalta,  these  five  freshmen 
and  a  junior  college  transfer  will  form 


the  nucleus  of  next  year’s  team. 

Volleyball  has  become  a  major  at¬ 
traction  on  the  islands,  according  to 
Wade.  “Volleyball  is  popular  through 
high  school  and  on  into  college.”  Bas¬ 
ketball  and  volleyball  draw  the 
biggest  crowds  at  BYU-Hawaii, 
Wade  said.
